“One of the several authorities set up by 
the General Assembly is proving a neat in- 
vestment, It has cash in the bank of its own 
making. 

The Georgia Ports Authority, which Op- 
erates the fine new state docks in Savannah 
is enjoying a prosperous season, and hopes 

to continue growin rh 
along with Georgia and 
the South. 

The authority was 
created by the Legisla- 
ture in 1945, and at the 
end of 1948 went into 
business when Governor 
Talmadge bought the 

‘Savannah Quartermas- 
ter Depot for $808,100. 

The depot included 

i 2,000,000 feet of ware- 
house space, more_than 400 acres of land, 
miles of railroad tracks and frontage on 
deep water. All that was lacking for a 
complete port were docks and transit sheds 
for handling the goods. 

Through appropriation by the General 
Assembly and the sale of $5,500,000 in reve- 
nue certificates these lacks were provided. 
The docks now have some 2,000 feet of 
berthing space for ships and three transit 
sheds equipped to handle nearly all types 
of freight, 

While the docks were being built, rents 
from the warehouses helped keep things 
solvent, These rentals still provide a good 
part of the authority's income, The wharves 
are doing nicely, too, During July, August

since its organization in 1932 does so. 

Illustrated is a strange paradox in 
American politics. When the nation 
gave President Eisenhower an over- 
whelming vote last Nov. 4, it barely 
gave the GOP control of Congress. 
While the electorate voted for the “pro- 
gressive” principles on which Eisen- 
h4wer campaigned, it did not vote for 
the Old Guard policies of looking back- 
ward instead of to the future. Demo- 
cratic candidates for Congress actually 
polled more total votes than did Re- 
publicans. 

The election results Tuesday are fur- 
ther proof that the American people 
have no desire to give up the social 
gains of the past 20 years and that the 
1952 election cannot be interpreted as 
a mandate to abandon them. Ike’s Con- 
gress had better take note of that. 

, - . ” 

The significance of the election na= 
tionally may seem to outweigh the im- 
portance of local contests, but our sister 
state of Tennessee voted itself into the 
20th Century Tuesday. By big majori- 
ties, the people chose to amend the 
state’s 83-year-old Constitution. 

For several score years this anti- 
quated document had been badly in 
need of repairs. For as many years all 
efforts. to revise it were stymied. by 
Toecal politicians and reactionaries op- 
posed to change. The Tennessee League 
of Women Voters tackled thé job 10 
vears ago and finally won public opin- 
ion to its side, with the help of news- 
papers and civic groups all over the 
state. 

Among other actions, Tennessee vot- 
ers Tuesday abolished that relic of 


semifeudalism, the poll tax. They pro-_ 


vided an optional “home rule” plan for 
cities; raised the legislators’ pay from 
the lowest in the nation, made it pos- 
sible to amend the Constitution without 
going to such lengths as in the present 
case, and authorized the consolidation 
of city and county governmental func- 
tions. 

In Tennessee, as elsewhere in the 
nation, voting results indicate that there 
has been no rejection of the liberal poli- 
cies that provided the background for 
government under the Democratic Party 
for four successive terms. 

Coming up, of course, is the new 
session of Congress. Its actions will be 
dictated largely by the facts of election- 
vear politics—a preview of which we 
have just seen. 

The next few months will be cru- 
‘cial ones in American history. One 
thing of which we may be sure—neither 
party can turn back the clock and get 
away with it.

Wiley Report Offers 


Hope tor Democracies 


The nation is indebted to Senator 
Wiley and members of his Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee for making 
available the results of their study of 
the strength and objectives of the world 
Communist movement. The document 
is enlightening, too, on the tactics of 
c@mmunism—a subject about which 
every citizen should be informed. 

The report is optimistic in that it 
reveals a loss of Communist strength in 
Western Europe and almost everywhere 
else in the free world. However, in 
almost every country there is a nucleus 
of hardened Communists ready to take 
advantage of any and every opportunity 
to further the Kremlin’s cause. 

This hard core of Communists would 
be troublesome in case of war, each of 
them being a potential spy and sabo- 
teur. They are dangerous, too, in that 
they strive to infiltrate government 
and other activities. This factor gives 
them greater strength than their num- 
bers would indicate. 

It must be remembered that when 
Lenin staged his Communist coup in 
1917, his followers could be numbéred 
in the thousands. He did rise to power, 
however, with little opposition. The 
Russian people were already in revolu- 
tion against the Czars and only needed 
a leader. 

The Wiley report points up the ne- 
cessity of continued attack on the free 
world’s economic and political prob- 
lems. In the event of another world- 
wide depression — Moscow’s fondest 
hope—these Communist nuclei could be 
expanded in short order into major po- 
litical factors. We must prevent their 
becoming so by building the sort of 
world in which people have the oppor- 
tunity of realizing their aspirations 
while maintaining their freedom.

Grid Overemphasis 
Is the Real ‘Bear’ 


The Purdue University athletic director 
has been quoted as fearful that return of 
the “‘one platoon’ system in college foot- 
ball is having bad effect on scholastic work 
of players, because too much of their .time 
and energy is spent in learning both offense 
and defense. 


He’s shooting at the shadow instead of 
the bear. Under the one platoon system or 
any other system, a college or university 
can control the amount of time to be de- 
voted to practice. 

The evil lies in great overemphasis on 
intercollegiate football, the need to have 
winning teams to fill stadigms to swell 
college coffers and bring athletic. prestige 
—even if this means demanding more of 
college “players than is good for their 
studies. 
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and September of this year, 49 ships used 
the state port.

He points out that in Georgia 
alone’ the value of manufactured articles 
increased from »$677,402,000 to $3,952,000 in 
12 years. Farm receipts have risen accord- 
ingly, and the economy of Georgia and the 
Southeast is expanding as never before. The 
state docks render nearly everyone a serv- 
ice by adding facilities for distribution of 
the products of industry and agriculture, 
both of the home-grown type and the for- 
eign ‘variety. 

Mr. Bowdoin reported that the property 
showed a profit of $213,321 during the last 
fiscal year, and netted $75,000 during the 
first quarter of this year. He estimates the 
current value of the docks at $15,000,000. 
Of the total, $1,308,100 was state funds and 
included the purchase price. 

This is open season on authorities by gu- 
bernatorial candidates who could have done 
it better had they been governor at the 
time.

Benson Compared 


To Harold Ickes 


WASHINGTON—Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra Taft Benson has blossomed out sud- 
denly — and most unexpectedly — into our 
most exciting Washington figure, a spar- 
kling contrast to the otherwise rather dull 

and tame background 
of our first ‘‘business 
administration” since 
Herbert Hoover was 
President. 
It really isn’t Mr. 
Benson's fault. It is not 
by nature or by choice. 
Seemingly, he’s been 
forced into it. The ene- 
mies he has raised up 
so quickly about him 
have made him what he 
is today, transforming into a. veritable 
mountain lion an unusually mild-mannered, 
methodical, dignified gentleman. 

To find a mate for what Secretary Bert- 
son has become today, however, you have 
to come a bit closer to our time, to that 
mad, hilarious, and also very earnest col- 
lection of characters that created sound, 
fury, and lots of effective motion during the 
heyday of the Roosevelt New Deal and then 
pick out the most explosive and contro- 
versial of the lot—‘‘the old curmudgeon,”’ 
the late Secretary of Interior Harold L. 
Ickes. 

It must be said that temperamentally 
Ezra Benson is really no more like Harold 
Ickes than is your Aunt Lizzie, except for 
one quality that has come out. That is 
rough-and-ready language in a fight and 
Mr. Benson, like his predecessor of the 
Roosevelt-Truman eras, is in a fight, and 
knows it. 

So, when he hears that a ‘‘caravan’”’ of 
eattlemen is starting out and heading this 
way to take out after him, he calls them 
“‘rabble-rousers’’ and ‘‘demagogues.”" 

Then, when the National Association of 
Soil Conservation Districts protested loudly 
about the reorganization of the Soil Con- 
servation Service and demanded that it be 
rescinded or*fmodified, what does our bel- 
ligerent and stubborn secretary do but 
promptly order it into effect. 

Having set off this explosion, our Secre- 
tary of Agriculture took time out to go to 
Hot Springs, Va., and talk to the Southern 
governors there in conference assembled. 
He left his adjectives behind, and was alto- 
gether cool, calm and collected. But never, 
in polite language, did a federal official so 
cruelly puncture a myth perpetuated among 
Southern governors, as well as others. 
Speaking of the administration’s ideas for a 
new farm program for the next Congress’ 
consideration, he said it would recognize 
“the need for greater state and local par- 
ticipation.’’ 

You could almost hear the screams that 
went up back here in the national capital. 

It all demonstrated once again that 
“state rights” is something for politicians 


to. shout about from the stump to get elect-, 


ed, and nothing to be practiced seriously 
after they get in office.
